leat Rage, that forgetting all her obligations 
tothe King, and all the marks of friendſhip 
which ſhe had receiv'd from him, ſhe treated 
him with that indignity which no other Lover 
would have brook'd. But he was ſo far from 
fading his Paſſion for her abated by ſuch her ex 
travagant behaviour,that he heapd new favours 
apon her,and made her Marchioneſs of Vernxeil. 
Whye the King was labouring to pacifie his 
Miſtreſs, the Duke of Savvy arrivd at Court. 
He had engag d himſelf, whea the Dutcheſs 
of Beaufort was living, to take that journey, 
in hopes by her Mediation to put an advan- 
tageous end to the differences between him 
and his Majeſty, concerning-the Marquiſate of 
Salvces. But when he heard of the Dutcheſſes 
death which- broke all his meafures, . he would 
fain have excugd himſelf ; but then it was too 
late, becauſe he had wade t20 far a Progreſs 
to go back, He was well receiv*d by the King ;
